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Sewer blasting has 
residents rattled

William and Carole Redler are 
having a hard time sleeping these 
days. Besides being subjected to 
three weeks of noise from blasting 
charges set off approximately 25 
feet from their home on Lake 
Street, they allege their home is 
being damaged by the continual 
onslaught. Wilmington officials 
say their hands are tied because 
developer Jay Tighe and others 
responsible for the development of 
the affordable housing project 
known as Shawsheen Commons 
have the proper documentation and 
are doing "everything right.” 

The blasting is necessary to cut 
through ledge so Tighe can bring a 
sewer line from Grove Avenue 
down Lake Street to the project site 
on Hopkins Street, According to 
Carole Redler, her home sits on the 
same ledge that is being blasted. 
She claims the blasts, which are 
sometimes set off'twice a day with 
little forewarning to neighbors, 
have cracked mortar behind her 
chimney, cracked plaster ceilings 
in her bedroom and living room, 
and "blew the stack from the 
furnace right out of the wall." 
Redler said all she would like 
proponents to do is reduce the 
amount of each charge so no more 
damage occurs. 

"I'm hysterical. I haven't slept in 
nights. This our home. My 
husband has worked 16 hours a day 
for 25 years driving a truck so we 
could have a nice home," she told 
this paper last week 

Redler also challenged the 
"knowledge and skill" of the 
explosive expert setting off the 
charges. She said something should 
be done to minimize each shot. 

After a "super large charge" on 
Thursday, Redler contacted State 
Fire Marshall Joe O'Keefe, who 
reportedly told her Wilmington 


Fire Chief Dan Wandell has the 
powcr to revoke the blasting 
permit if the work is being done on 
private property. According to 
Redler, the men are working in a 
private easement on her neighbor's 
property. 

Last Friday, Redler sat on her 
property line to prevent another 
charge until an expert came from 
the State Fire Prevention Board to 
check out the situation. Her 
property line abuts an unprotected 
trench where the blasting takes 
place. 

When contacted by the Town 
Crier, Chief Wandell said that 
everything's being done “within 
reason" and he has "no just cause to 
shut this thing down." 

"Only one person can issue a 
permit and that's me. The issuance 
of a permit is not an arbitrary 
thing," he maintained, pointing to 
strict controls set up by the state. 

According to Deputy Fire Chief 
Dan Stewart, in order to obtain a 
blasting permit, proponents must 
have a bond approved through the 
state treasurer's office, certifica- 
tion of competency from the 
Department of Public Safety, 
liability insurance, and a card from 
the state fire marshall saying all 
papers are in order. In addition, 
proponents have to give the fire 
department two hours notice 
before a charge is shot. However, 
there is no time limit for notifying 
neighbors. Redler said she is 
usually informed just minutes 
before a charge is set to go off. 

Chief Wandell said he advised 
Redlcr to have a pre-blast survey 
done of her home before the work 
began as a precpution against any 
damage. Redler said this was done 
and pictures were taken. The chief 
noted, too, that he has to go by 
readings on a seismograph to tell 
the amount of each charge. So far,

deep ditch unprotected at the end of the work day. 
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he added, they have been minimal. 

"I'm not trying to justify what's 
happening (but) you probably get 
more vibration from a heavy truck 
going by your house," Chief 
Wandell said of the whole 
situation, He added Raymond Kir- 
pa of the fire prevention board 
spoke with Redler on Friday and 
concurs that there has been no 
negligence on the part of the 
developer. 

To date, Redler has contacted 
Town Manager Michael Caira, 
selectmen, and other officials 
seeking help. She has filed a formal 
complaint with the fire depart- 
ment, as required before an 
investigation can begin, and spoken 
to an attorney who claims the fire 
chief has "emergency powers" to 
halt the blasting: She. has also been 
told one recourse would be to go to 
court for an injunction to stop the 
blasting 

Redler claims she was treated in 
an intimidating and vulgar manner 
by Fire Lt. Paul Welch on 
Saturday. At that time; she said, the 
lieutenant waved a radio in her face 
and told her "they don't have to do 
anything for you and I don't have 
to do anything for you." 

The town manager said Tuesday 
any decision to pull the blasting 
permit rests with the fire chief. 

"He can take action if it's his 
judgment they're not complying 
with the law. Every indication to 
me has been that the blaster has 
been in compliance,” Caira said. 

However, added Caira, Chief 
Wandell was told town officials 
can't sit by if a home is being 
"destroyed." Tighe, too, was 
reportedly warned that all work 
done on the lengthy project has to 
be "in absolute compliance.” 

When asked Tuesday if he would 
like to speak on the situation, Tighe 
said he had "no comment.”

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Health regs stop 
tank replacement

Tank replacement work at the 
Gibbs gas station in Wilmington 
has been stopped by the local board 
of health until the station owner, 
British Petroleum of Atlanta, 
complies with health regulations. 
In addition, the board suggested 
Health Director Greg Erickson 
follow through on his cease and 
desist order and issue a total of 
$250 in fines for violations that 
have already occured. The 
violations all deal with the site's 
septic system 
The station, located near the 
railroad crossing at Main Street 
and Middlesex Avenue, is closed 
due to an underground gasoline 
leak. According to Erickson, a 
Public Involvement Plan is in pro: 
cess. Under the P.I:P., officials 
from the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection are conducting 
an investigation which will reveal 
more information about the 
contamination and tell officials 
how best to proceed with a 
clean-up operation. A meeting was

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held last Wednesday with 
Erickson, abuttor Larry Cushing, 
the Conservation Administrator, 
B.P. representatives, and others to 
review the process to clean the site 
and set up a date for a public 
hearing. The hearing will be held 
January 8 in town hall at 5 p.m 
Board members were notified 
Monday about another problem on 
the site. Erickson said steps taken 
by B,P. to replace a septic tank and 
pipe have only made the situation 
worse. The owners apparently 
replaced the tank with a 1,000 
gallon tank, rather than the 
required 1,500 gallon tank, and 
without the permission of the 
board. In addition, said Erickson, 
they installed the wrong kind of 
pipe and put it in the wrong way 
and crushed the distribution box 
All of the work was done without a 
permit and without a licensed 
installer in charge. The director 
said he issued a cease and desist 
order when the owners ignored his 
original verbal order to stop work. 
Erickson cited several violations, 
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including no permit, no plan for 
the replacement work, no installer 
on site, and illegal laying of the 
pipe. 

Erickson said B.P. needs to have 
a registered engineer look at the 
problem, which is being 
compounded by concrete being 
poured over the fuel pumps that 
are above the septic system, He said 
the system needs to be vented first. 

Chairman Jim Ficociello reacted 
with anger. 

"Let's put a stop to this nonsense. 
There's a litany of horrors there," 
he said. 

Erickson explained part of the 
problem is that the site manager 
just wants to finish the job as 
quickly as possible. 

"They're just trying to plow their 
way through," he said. 

Ficociello explained the owners 
will have to tear out the pipe, the 
tank, and the distribution box and 
install it over again the right way. 

No pouring concrete, no nothing 
until we get satisfaction," he said.

Project homes may 
be delayed

Even though approximately five 
foundations and frames have been 
put in for homes in the Shawsheen 
Commons project off Hopkins 
Sweet, at least one member of the 
Wilmington Housing Partnership 
feels delivery of the affordable 
units many be "significantly 
delayed." 

At last Thursday's board meet- 
ing, Ray Forest noted the homes 
may not be done on schedule 
because of the threat of "deep 
frost" and the approach of bad 
weather. The partnership has a 
stake in the project's outcome since 
members set up and conducted the 
lottery to find owners for the 
affordable units. The 220 total 
units range from single family 
homes to tri-plexes and quadra- 
plexes. 

Deputy Fire Chief Dan Stewart 
told this paper delay may occur, 
too, because developer Jay Tighe 
and other proponents are appealing 
a decision of the Wilmington Fire 
Department requiring sprinklers in 
the quadraplexes. The department, 
explained Stewart, is just following 
a new state law that states 
sprinklers must be installed in 
residential buildings "containing 
not less than four dwelling units." 

Tighe confirmed Tuesday his 
attorney, Robert Dionisi, filed an 
appeal about two weeks ago. 
Efforts to coniact Dionisi for more 
igformation were unsuccessful. 

Stewart said the department is 
prepared to take the issue as far as 
necessary to make the buildings 
safe. 

“Technically, he's building at his 


own risk,” said Stewart, adding the 
department will not sign an 
occupancy permit for any quadra- 
plexes, pending the outcome of the 
appeal. 

In a related matter, Tighe sent a 
letter dated December 12 to the 
chairman of the Conservation 
Commission requesting an execu- 
tive session with the board "to 
address the commission regarding 
the performance of the adminis- 
trator." In the letter Tighe stated, 
"Normally, I would address these 
issues at a regular meeting, but due 
to the negative press received 
regarding Shawsheen River and the 
other issues I intend to discuss, I 
feel executive session would 
eliminate a carnival effect." 

Conservation Administrator Ei- 
leen Chabot and Tighe had been at 
odds over illegal pumping of 
silt-filled water onto private 
property on Lake Street and the 
Middlesex Canal. The pumping 
was part of the sewer project for 
the development of Shawsheen 
Commons (Shawsheen River 
Estates). Tighe continued the pum- 
ping operation after being ordered 
to stop by the administrator. 
Commissioners backed up Chabot 
al an emergency meeting of the 
board. 

According to one source, an 
executive session had been sche- 
duled for Monday to comply with 
Tighe's request but was later 
cancelled because the meeting was 
deemed illegal. The commission 
will hold its regular meeting at 
Wilmington Town Hall tonight 
(Wednesday) at 7:30 p.m. 
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Enforcement urged 
on smoking violations

Continual smoking problems in 
the girls' room at Wilmington High 
Schoo! led to a firm resolve by the 
school committee Wednesday to 
stop the violations to the school 
policy as soon as possible. 

Under the policy, students are not 
allowed to smoke in the school 
building or on school grounds any 
time before, during, or after 
school. Any violation of the policy, 
which includes holding or smoking 
a lit cigarette, is punishable by a 
$50 fine or suspension. The policy 
was amended in September to 
include the fine at the request of 
Principal Paul Fleming. The fine is 
issued through the Wilmington 
Board of Health, 

Millie Cavanaugh of the Student 
School Committee raised the issue 
once again with the board. She 
noted the problem only exists in the 
girls’ room. 

Several committeemen blamed 
administrators for not curbing the 
problem sooner. In the past, 
however, board members told 
administrators they had no funds to 
retain a matron to supervise the 
restroom. They also said using 
faculty members to patrol the area 
could be a violation of their 
contract. 

Dr. Shirley Callan, chairman, 
told this paper the committee 
should support the administrators 
since they are taking "reasonable" 
steps to try to stop the problem. 
She explained part of the problem 
is that the current amended policy 
is so restrictive and specific it 
almost ties the hands of the 
principal. For instance, if a student 
throws a lit cigarette in the toilet 
when a teacher walks in, that 
student cannot be penalized because 
he or she isn't holding or smoking 
a cigarette. Yet, said Callan, it's 
obvious the teenager was smoking. 

Others felt the administrators 
weren't moving fast enough to find 
a solution. 

“We need fast, quick action. We 
need it to stop now," said John 
DeMarco, adding, "I don't want 
these kids subjected to an unhealthy 
situation." 

"Some students are not using the 
girls' room all day. I think that's 
absurd," said Peggy Kane, 

Bob Surran said he was surprised 
that only one student was sus- 
pended for smoking last year and 
none were suspended this year. He 
suggested the board take immediate 
action and call an executive session 
since a solution might involve 
collective bargaining with the 
teachers, Aldo Caira suggested 
members check with neighboring 


Commissioners discuss disputed land 


The. Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners have been having a 
survey of all property used by the 
department.

Lindholm, "are the ones that are

A former Wilmington town 
engineer had made plans of the 
area, and "they are terrible.” 


Further conversation developed 
that near the old railroad bed the 
surveys by the former town 
engincer were in erro by eight 
feet, and near Route 125 the error 
was 25 feet. Lindholm told the 
commissioners he was glad he had 
seen them. He would, he said, write 
a letter on the subject. 

His business with the 
commissioners was to propose a 
water main 2500 feet long, 10 
inches in diameter, for the length 
of Ainsworth Road. 

Because of the new pumping 
equipment, and the new storage 
tank off Ballardvale Street, 
Lindholm had calculated the water 
pressure at the end of the proposed 
water main to be 70 pounds per 
square inch. 
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schools to find out if they have a 
similar problem and how they 
addressed it. 

The committee voted unani- 
mously to have administrators take 
immediate steps to address the 
board's concerns and to form a 
sub-committee to review the 
smoking policy.

Reps file, sponsor bills

In an effort to keep their 
campaign promises, many of the 
newly elected, and re-elected legis- 
lators are co-sponsoring legislation 
before they take office. 

Newly elected State Rep. 
Marianne Brenton says that due to 
a "quirk" in Masschusetts law, 
legislators-clect gain full filing 
privileges before they take office, 
and that the filing rights of de- 
feated incumbents are reduced to 
that of the avetage citizen. Newly 
elected Republicans Robert Kreko- 
rian and Marianne Brenton have 
certainly capitalized on this 
"quirk." Between the two of them, 
over 30 new bills have been filed 
ranging from a limitation of terms 
to a $3,000 tax incentive for 
families who care for an elderly or 
retarded person at home. The 
majority of the items involve 
restructuring the legislative system 
in order to save money and reduce 
government waste. 

Thus far Brenton has focused on 
redesigning the legislative struc- 
ture. Brenton has co-sponsored a 
bill which would require a limition 
of terms and another which 
reduces the legislative session from 
one year to six months. She feels 
that the legislators should "finish 
the duty of the.legislature by the 
end of the fiscal year in June. This 
is a very popular constitutional 
revision which has been proposed 
many times but defeated." 

Brenton says that this amendment 


would save salary costs since legis- 
lators would be paid only while in 
session, 

Another bill, sponsored by 
Brenton alone, would reorganize 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 
License renewals, registration, and 
driver's testing would all be 
performed by the local police 
Stations. Brenton says, "There is 
always a clerk on duty at the police 
Station and a treasury clerk at town 
hall ready to collect the money. 
These services would become a 
five minute stop in town.” 

The fees collected would com- 
pensate the town for any additional 
work or costs. License suspension 
and other serious procedures 
would still be processed by the 
Registry. The bill also calls for a 
consolidation of the Registry police 
with the State Police. 

Robert Krekorian has teamed up 
with Republicans to sponsor 29 
bills. The focus of his work has 
been in revising current budget 
law, criminal code, and elderly 
concerns, 

Krekorian co-sponsored a bill 
which calls for a zero-based budget 
system which would require 
"every state agency to justify 
expenditures instead of basing their 
budget on last year's (budget) and 
the rate of inflation." He also 
supports “price tag legislation" 
which requires a pin-pointed 
source of revenue for every new 


expenditure. He also co-sponsored 
a bill which would estalbish a two

percent surplus in each budget. 

In the area of criminal reform, 
Krekorian has also co-sponsored 
bills which would implement stif- 
fer penalties for repeat offenders 
give judges more discretion in bail 
setting, and study the feasibility of 
night court sessions to relieve 
excess backlog. 

Representative Miceli, one of the 
more experienced legislators on 
Beacon Hill will be returning this 
January. Miceli is focusing his 
attention on a block of eight 
environmental bills which he filed 
in conjunction with many active 
environmental advocacy groups 

Almost every bill filed by Miceli 
is the result of a need or request of 
someone in his district, these 
include: 

* a bill to limit the fee senior 
citizens living in public housing 
pay to have a pet, 

* the length of an electrician's 
liability, 

* a provision to expand Tewks- 
bury Cemetery, 

* a bill which would make the 
language used in overrides clear to 
the voters. 

The list goes on and on 

In regard to working with 
Governor-elect Weld and his 
incoming administration, each of 
the representatives expressed 
support and enthusiasm. The 
Republicans are eager to work with 
the new Governor and make 
"significant changes," while even 
Rep. Miceli says, "I think it will be 
a good change. I really do.”

Town-owned land proposal 
meets with approval 


by Arlene Surprenant 

A proposal to involve the 
Wilmington Housing Partnership 
(WHP), the Wilmington Commu- 
nity Development Corporation 
(WCDC), and local builders in the 
development of small town-owned 
parcels met with approval last 
Thursday night. 

Housing Planner Bryan Wyatt of 
Acton told members of the WHP 
his proposal would mean taking 
small parcels of town land, 
packaging them together, and 
offering them to the most qualified 
but lowest bidder through a 
Request for Proposal. Wyalt sug- 
gested the town transfer the lots 
first to the WCDC, as was done for 
the affordable home on Everett 
Avenue, so the lots could be used-to 
secure financing. The lots would 
then go the the builder, whe would 
ultimately sell the homes to the new 
‘owners for an~affordable price. 
The eet WCDC and the 
partnerstip would supervise the 
construction and the entire project, 
he said. 

Under Wyatt's proposal, which 
he called the Housing’ Access Pro- 
gram, it would be possible to build

"There's enough junk homes out 
there right now," said Landrigan. 
Members said the homes would 
have to be built according to buil- 
ding code standards. Surprenant 
added they would have to specify 
exactly what they were looking for 
in the Request for Proposal. The

for five different house styles. 

Those present agreed with Mi- 
chael Donovan that it would be best 
to utilize the talent of local people. 
Landrigan explained, in building 
their first home, the corporation 
gave priority to local people as 
long as the price was right. 

Landrigan called the construction 
of the Everett Avenue home "a 


tremendous learning opportunity." 

"The bottom line of the whole 
thing is to wind up with an af- 
fordable house," he said. Later he 
noted that even though developers 
have said they would build affor- 
dable homes in exchange for 
higher density in their subdi- 


visions, the town has yet to see one 
such home turned over to a low 
income family. 

At least one potential problem 
was discussed. Chairman Carole 
Hamilton explained the town still 
has to declare a surplus of land, as 
required under Chapter 30, before 
it can transfer land to the WCDC. 
She said until all boards in town say 
they don't want the town-owned 
parcels in question, they can't be 
declared surplus, Surprenant said 
there may be a way around the law 
that would involve the town 
turning the land over to his group 
with the stipulation that the parcels 
are only leased and must revert to 
the town. The town would then sell 
the homes to new owners. Sur- 
prenant added, in any case, the 
WHP should get a legal opinion on 
Wyatt's proposal.

Board presses for 
traffic improvements 
from developer

A planning board requirement to 
mitigate traffic congestion at the 
Woburn Street / Rt.62 intersection 
before construction begins on a 
commercial subdivision off Ains- 
worth Road led to some debate 
Tuesday night. The ‘property is 
being developed by Robert Corey 
and Sunshine Realty Trust. The 
Wilmington Planning Board had 
continued the hearing on the 
definitive subdivision plan. 

Board members told consultant 
Paul Lindholm and attorney Chris 
Toomey they preferred to have a 
traffic mitigation study underway 
before work begins on Ainsworth 
Road and not after work begins on 
the first lot. The men said the 
biggest impact would occur when 
the lots are developed, Lindholm 
added, however, one solution 
might be to avoid construction on 
the road during peak hours so the 
project doesn't add to the traffic 
problem. Planners were dubious 
about this suggestion. 

"We'd like to see something done 
immediately," said Chairman Dave 
Clark. 

"We frankly don't have the mo- 
ney (now)," explained Lindholm. 
He said the owner had hoped to 
generate funds once the lots begin 
to be sold and developed.The 
problem, Lindholm added, is 
really with the phasing of the 
projeet and how soon the work 
could begin.

Water board balks 
at conservation 
requirements 


Can the Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Department conduct main- 
tenance, repair and study without 
having to submit, possibly, to a 
public hearing for each and every 
incident? 

Letters to the Superintendent of 
the Water and Sewer Department 
from Conservation Administrator 
Eileen Chabot in late November 
produced an icy reaction on the 
part of the Commissioners at 
their meeting last Thursday 
(December 13th). 

The commissioners, among other 
things, proposed that the town 
manager take over the reading of 
and response to any letters from 
Chabot. The letters were about 
proposed corrective work near the 
ICI Resins property, and about a 
study of the principal sewer main, 
beside the railroad tracks and near 
the Main Street railroad bridge, 
which occured about the New Year 
of 1990. 

There should have been, the 
letters said (or inferred) a filing of 
a Notice of Intent, or a Request for 
Determination of Application of 
Ability, on the part of the Water & 
Sewer Department for each 
incident prior to proceeding on 
such work. 

The letters said that there should 
be seven copies of the application, 
aand seven sets of plans, plus a $32 
fee for advertising in the Town 
Crier with each instance, or 
possibly an arrangement with the 
Town Crier for the billing 

One part of one letter was a 
duplication of a story which had 
appeared in the Town Crier on 
January 10, 1990, describing how a 
camera had been floated down a

sewer main, for about 300 feet, in 
order to determine whether or not 
there was a "sag" in the sewer 
main, 

To the commissioners the en- 
closure of the story seemed to say 
that the administrator meant that 
first there should have been a 
public hearing before the test was 
conducted. 

"We are not going to take this!" 
declared Chairman Arthur Smith. 
"She wants to show that she is 
stronger than we are! I am not 
going to spend 20 hours a week in 
filling out forms!" 

"This is not a problem with 
wetlands!" declared Commissioner 
Ring. "She has created this." 

Ring went on to describe the 
proposal as not only delaying 
possible repairs on sewer or water 
mains, but of taking the right of 
decision from the commissioners 
Tt would be, he decalred, a request 
for approval to work in places for 
which approval had already been 
granted 

Smith's final remark was that the 
Town Manager might find that he 
would be appointing three new 
water and sewer commissioners 

When contacted by the Town 
Crier, Chabot said that the sag cor- 
rection was within the buffer zone 


of the pond on the ICI Resins 
property. Any work taking place 
near the pond can affect the pond, 
she said 

"The state has requirements, and 
its their obligation to meet those 
requirements,” she said, "Anyone 
who performs work with 100 feet 
of a wetland must file for review, 
and the town is not exempt."

kill this program, but rather they-- 


should be looking at all the possible 
ways to ensure that such a program 
can be implemented. 

Think of all that there is to be 
gained, Certainly, working parents 
have much to gain by knowing that 
their children are being well-cared 
for while they are earning a 
living. The town of Wilmington 
has more to gain than just 
revenues, if that alone weren't 
enough. Such a program would 
make Wilmington a more desirable 
place to live if working parents 
know they can move to 
Wilmington and won't have to 
worry about finding quality day 
care for their children. Meanwhile, 
the children will have the 
opportunity to be involved in a 
first-rate day care program rather 
than being left to sit in front of a 
television set to watch mindless 
cartoons and commercials or being 
dropped off after school at empty 
houses. Think of the long-term 
benefits for the children, 

Wilmington's businesses and 
industry will also receive a 
shot-in-the-arm in their efforts to 
recruit and keep qualified and 
experienced employees who can 
perform at a higher level, knowing 
that their children are in a safe and 
stimulating environment. 

Why should the town allow the 
Swain School to go underutilized, 
decaying away, when its ideal 
location, central to school bus 
routes, in close proximity to the 
town library and to potential 
volunteer assistants from the high 
school student body and the senior 
center, could synergize the day 
care experience in ways hard to 
imagine at this time? 

As your reported, Arlene 
Surprenant, stated in her story, 
there is a strong fecling that day 
care may eventually be mandated 
by the Commonwealth. Why not 
get a head start on such a program 
rather than having the town 
dragged, kicking and screaming, 
into the "age of, enlightenment.”

By DOUGLAS WOOD-BOYL.E 
cumenism is the spirit the 
present pastor of the First 


E Congregational Church of 
Wobum hopes to see continue into 
the next 350 years as the church 
readies itself physically and spiritu- 
ally to celebrate the first three-and- 


one-half centuries. 
In that time the church has seen 


itself go from the center of all life - 


in the community to one of many 
churches struggling to serve and 
survive, In that struggle the twenty- 
fourth pastor, Dr. Robert Hess, is 
attempting to start programs that 
will reach outside the church, in 
what he calls Dimension Two 
Ministry. 

Hess said “My personal goal is 
to get into more Dimension Two 
Ministry.” He describes it as 
“Ministry done outside the church 
You don’t have to do it and no one 
expects you to do it.” 

The first of these programs will 
be the Preventive Psychology 
Program which will be kicked off 
in January and be open to the pub- 
lic. Hess said that it will target the 
parents of pre-school children. 

“It is designed to help the par- 
ents help the children in the devel- 
opment of proper human relations,” 
Hess said. 

He noted that although the pro- 
gram is generated by the church it 
is not a religious program. 

According to Hess the partici- 
pants providing resources are a 
licensed psychologist. a social 


worker from the Department of 
Probation, a retired school teacher 
who is now a social worker and an 
active pre-school teacher. 

Hess said that he is hoping to set 
a precedent that will turn around 
the in-grown and self contained 
tendency of the church. “Now we 
will get out to the community,” he 


” added. 


As the church readies itself to 
take care of this portion of its spiri- 
tual ethical and moral face, it is 
also in the middle of a drive to raise 
$350,000 to renovate and restore 
the physical plant. 

That drive called the “350th 
Anniversary Restoration Fund” 
was started on August 24, 1988, the 
church's anniversary. 

The fund has reached $100,000 
to date. However, that money has 
gone into the repair of the slate 
roof. This needed to be done before 
repairs and renovations could be 
done on the inside and the exterior 
could be painted. 

The exterior painting will 
require scraping the paint on the 
130-year-old building down to the 
bare wood. However, Hess said 
that the wood has been tested and, 


because the people in 1860 thought 
to have it stained, it is still good. 

Other work will include: instal- 
lation of new restrooms and reno- 
vating the present ones; paint the 
ceiling; install carpeting on the 
worst of the wooden floors; decora- 
tive work to brighten up the wood 
work in the sanctuary; renovation 
of a room in the base of the church 
steeple, which will be used as a 
broadcast studio in conjunction 
with Continental Cablevision; 
replacement of windows and 
frames that are rotting away; and, 
replacement of a gutter on the roof. 

Hess said that some of the work 
such as the roof, will be done as the 
money is available, other work is 
planned to be done in stages. 

A study of the church's history 
shows that the proposed new out- 
reach ministry is not far from the 
original outreach of the church. 

The church was founded on 
August 24, 1642, as the precursor 
to the chartering, by the General 
Court (the colonial legislature), of 
Charlestown Village as the Town of 
Woburn. In those days, a communi- 
ty was not formed until a church 
could be established.

This fact is shown in a book 
written in 1654 by Captain Edward 
Johnson, called “The Wonder- 
Working Providence of Sion’s 
Saviour.”

The book includes a chapter 
entitled “Of the manner of planting 
towns and churches in. New 
England and in particular of the 
Church and Town at Wooburn (sic) 
being the three and twentieth 
Church of Christ in the 
Mattachusetts (sic) Government.” 
That chapter states “...it being as 
unnatural for a right New England 
man to live without an able min- 
istry, as for a Smith (sic) to work 
his iron without a fire;...”

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The first Meeting House was 
built on “a small plain where four 
streets meete (sic).” Those streets 
are Montvale Avenue, Main Street, 
Pleasant Street and Common 
Street. It stood at what is now 
known as the west side of the 
Common. - 

Phat building was taken down 
in 1672, when the congregation 
grew too large. A second building 
was built orf the South side of 
Mceting House Hill. The third 
building was erected in 1748 on the 
easterly side of the Common. It 
was the first to have pews instead 
of benches. It was also the last to 
have all the congregation of 
Wobum worship together as new 
sects started forming. 

A fire in 1808 destroyed that 
building and the fourth church 
building was built on the site of 
what is now the former Unitarian 
Universalist Church. It was torn 
down in 1840 because of rotting 
timbers. The fifth building was 
constructed at that time and still 
stands as the former Unitarian 
Universalist Church. The building 
was sold to the Unitarian Society in 
1860 and the present building was 
erected. 

The church was built to hold 
1500 people. However, Hess notes 
that today the membership is only 
about 300 people with about 100 of 
those being active. 

One of the historical facts of the 
church is that it has the largest 
sanctuary in the world, in a wooden 
church, without interior supporting 
pillars. The church is 80 feet by 
150 feet and the steeple stands 196 
feet high (about seven stories): 

Both the present church and the 
Unitarian Universalist Church have 
E and G.G. (Elias and George G.) 
Hook organs. 

Hess said that the one in the pre- 
sent Congregational Church is one 
of only eight or nine in the world 
and still has the original leather bel- 
lows. The leather itself is historical 
in that it was produced in Wobum. 

However, it has to be replaced. 
That process will require the 


‘il 
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removal of the organs face and con- 
sole, 

The organ is Hook Opus 283 
and only Mechanics Hall in 
Worcester has a larger one in the 
area. 

The churches organ has 33 stops 
and close to 2,000 pipes, which 
give it a very unique tonal quality 
that has been nationally recognized. 

Hess calls his present day con- 
gregation “staid New Englanders” 
who are “liberal” a 

As an example of their doctrine 
he noted the church logo 
“Orthodox in doctrine, liberal in 
spirit, and ecumenica! in fellow- 
ship.” 

According to Hess, “the average 
person in the pew couldn't describe 
themselves.” 

The liberalness and ecumenical 
spirit leads to the fact that Hess has 
shared a pulpit in the other church- 
es in Woburn, including St. Charles 
Roman Catholic Church. Priests 
and ministers from those churches 
have also participated in the ser- 
vices at the First Church. 

Hess also said that the goal of 
raising $350,000 may be very 
ambitious as in the two years only 
the $100,000 has been raised, He 
notes that one of the difficulties is 


that the church decided in the 
beginning.not: to hire an outside 
fundraiser to help them. 

But, Hess is taking a positive 
outlook on the situation, “We'll get 
enough to paint the outside and 
make it look good,” he said, 

Hess also noted that the church- 
es historian, Dr. O. James Inashima 
has been named to the Woburn 
Historical Commission. 

According to Hess, that is rais- 
ing the hope that more people will 
notice the churches position in the 
founding of the city as the commu- 
nity prepares for its own 350th 
anniversary. 

Another factor in the history of. 
the church is that the oldest contin- 
uous group of women was found- 
ed, in 1815, as the Female Reading 
Society. Now known as the Ladies 
Charitable Reading Society, the 
group was responsible for founding 
one of the earliest Sunday School’s 
in 1818, 

With the new renovations, Hess 
reports that he hopes to use a space 
in the building and renovate the 
basement as a facility for expanded 
Christian Education. The space 
once served as the Town Hall and 
the basement once was used to 
house the town’s fire annaranis

The only way to 
be sure your eggnog is free of 
salmonella contamination is to 
cook the eggs thoroughly or use an 
egg substitute. 

Here are two timely and safe 
eggnog recipes from the National 
Dairy Board: the first - "New 
Tradition" Eggnog - call for cook- 
ing or microwaving a mixture of 
milk, beaten egg and sugar as you 
would a custard sauce.
